Mr. Khrushchev has not 
yet attained his aim, and 
in particular the West is 
not vet prepared to recog- 
nize as inevitable the con- 
tinued existence of a So- 
vietized Eastern Germany. 
But the Russian leader 
may think, and perhaps 
with some reason, that 
when the West accepts the 
necessity of peaceful co- 
existence, it will’ take a 


step towards the recogni- 
tion of Eastern Germany, 
whatever the official atti- 
tude is now. 


President Eisenhower al- 
so has reason to be satis- 
fied. He plainly knew how 
to stand up to his form- 


dable opponent. And Mr. 
Khrushchev, after all, did 
make some concessions to 


the Western point of view. 
He stated that problems 
can be solved only by ne- 
gotiation, a statement that 
tends to weaken his threat 
to Berlin and make a sum: 
mit conference possible. He 
said at his press confer- 
ence that disarmament 
should take place in stages 
accompanied by adequate 
controls. It is a far cry 
from such a statement to 
the actual acceptance of 
foreign observers on Rus- 
soil. but a slowing 
down of the arms race no 
longer seems as Utopian as 
it did. Further, his recog- 
nition of the desire for 
peace of the President and 
great majority of the Ame- 
rican people, and cf the 
capitalist producers’ readi- 
ness to shift from war pro- 
duction to peaceful pro- 
duction, also indicates a 
significant change in Com- 
munist conceptions and 
misconceptions.
